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Arab Demands in Palestine 
Only one land has been divinely named 
“The glory of all lands.” God himself gave 
Palestine that name, saying that it was “a 
land that I had espied for them, flowing 
with milk and honey” (Ezek. 20:6). For 
centuries it seemed far from that, lying 
dry and barren, but God’s Word concerning 
it will be fulfilled. There has been a recent 
attempt, by men who will have nothing 
to do with the Bible, to change his plans. 
According to a cable to the New York 
Times dated Jerusalem; January 12, a 
leader of the Arabs, testifying before the 
Royal Inquiry Commission, said that the 
Palestine Arabs’ demands were: ‘“Aban- 
donment of the Jewish national home policy 
in Palestine, complete stoppage of Jewish 
immigration, prohibition of the sale of land 
to Jews, termination of the period of man- 
datory rule, a treaty between Great Britain 
and Palestine, and the establishment of an 
independent . government constitutionally 


elected.” When Earl Peel, the chairman 
of the commission, and other members ques- 
tioned the Arab fJeader, seeking proof that 
Palestine was worse off under British Man- 
date, the leader had to admit that the peas- 
ants’ position had improved greatly and that 
Arab grievances were more national than 
economic. The proposals made by men may 
be adopted and succeed for a time, but the 
time may not be far distant when the whole 
world will recognize that little country as 
“the glory of all lands.” Dr. Ironside gives 
a picture of its glorious future in this issue, 
drawn from that “more sure word of proph- 
ecy,” which we have, and concerning which 
God has said, “It shall not return unto me 
void, but it shall accomplish that which I 
please, and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it” (Isa. 55: 11).

has been a “faith” missionary with three 
basic principles: 


1. Owe no man anything. 
2. Give God a share of everything. 
3. Every day after lunch pray for funds. 


For thirty-five years his prayers have 
been honored, though at times with trial 
of faith, Thus, at one time when the 
cholera was sweeping like a typhoon 
through Egypt, he had not the money in 
hand to pay for disinfectants. So he com- 
mitted himself and his loved ones to the 
God of the Ninety-first Psalm, and though 
the land was a charnel house and thou- 
sands fell at his right hand it did not come 
nigh him. 

He has been an earnest evangelist as 
well as publisher, and in the hardest of 
fields. “Rock, rock, when wilt thou open?” 
said the Jesuit missionary Ricci concerning 
‘China. Missionaries to Moslems. are knock- 
ing at a similar rock in the assurance that 
some day the opening will come here, too. 
But until then, opposition and fanaticism! 
“Having scattered themselves in different 
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corners of the room they at a signal rose 
and chanted the Moslem: creed.” Nor do 


.they stop there. “He was struck over 


the head and left for dead on the roadside,” 
Mr. Upson says of a convert. “He revived 
and crawled to shelter. Later on he heard 
that his enemy was sick and neglected, so 
took him food and sat with him. That 
Moslem will never touch him again.” In 
wartime Mr. Upson carried on a remark- 
able work of protest and restraint for the 
protection of British and Australian boys 
in the army stationed in Egypt. It is a 
harrowing story. Twenty-five lanes and 
streets in Cairo were given over to the 
trafic in women and its consequent pesti- 
lences. 

Over 700 publications, latge and small, 
have issued from the Nile Mission Press, 
all revised with painstaking care by Mr. 
Upson, letter by letter. This great stream 
of Christian literature, evangelical to the 
last sentence, has gone throughout the Mos- 
lem world and is a witness to Christ which 
in its effectiveness, winsomeness, and ex- 
tent has had no parallel since the day the 
great Mohammedan apostasy first broke 
upon the Christian world. One interesting 
line of publications has been Christian 
khutbas in the style of Moslem ones, though 
made up wholly of Scripture passages. 
These are in the nature of sermons, The 
first issue sold in three weeks was 8,300, 
and hundreds of thousands have since been 
distributed in many languages, — Urdu, 
Turkish, Malay, and Javanese, 

Mr. Upson gives interesting notes on 
Sir William Willcocks, the great irriga- 
tion engineer and designer of the huge 
Assouan dam, who in the evening of his 
life was volunteer colporteur and assistant 
in the work of the Nile Mission Press. 
“We printed for him—over some seven 
years — about 400,000 volumes, all of which 
he disposed of by himself freely, that is, 
either by grants to stations or by personal 
distribution in the streets and at Old Cairo 
hospital.” He was a man of rectitude who, 
when the Egyptian government paid him 
in Egyptian pounds rather than in British, 
repaid to it the excess value of the former 
over the last as the contract had read sim- 
ply “pounds.” This “prayer-partner” of 
Mr. Upson came to him one day with a 
check for £100. He said: 

“They asked me to write a paper for 
a summer gathering at Cambridge upon 
the relation between increased canal-irriga- 
tion and malaria. I sent the paper. Then 
they asked me to come and read it. I re- 
fused as I was not needing to get out of 
Cairo —it is only August and I was born 
in India—and further, I did not wish to 
spend the money.” 

“Then whence this £100?” 

“I remembered that a man owed me that, 
and I prayed and told God that I could 
not book the passage later than July.” 

“So you prayed for the £100 to come by 
July 31st?” 

“Never! What I-asked was that it 
might be paid to me a day or so too late so 
that I might not have to go but could have 
that balance in hand to pay you for print- 
ing more Gospels. Now then cancel that 
last order and make out a new one, doubling 
the number. Then any balance to go to 
my credit for still more.” 

Certainly Sir William was one of God’s 
men. Mr. Upson includes in his book Sir 
William’s personal testimony of conversion 
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from Modernism, which will have a special 
interest to American Christians because of 
his mention of Professor Robert Dick Wil- 
son. 

“About thirty-five years ago I was 
greatly attracted by Modernism, as it is 
called today, and studied it more and more 
as the years went on. But in September, 
1921, I purchased a copy of ‘The Sadhu,’ 
by Streeter, in which the Sadhu describes 
Modernism as ‘a form of religious influ- 
enza,’ and I began to reconsider the ques- 
tion. I was greatly struck by a saying 
of the Sadhu that in India there are only 
two real converting agencies, the Holy 
Scriptures and the godly lives of profess- 
ing Christians. I began a close study of 
the Gospels and determined to translate 
them into Egyptian in the interest of the 
fellaheen [peasants] who cannot understand 
the literary language of the school into 
which the Bible has been translated. At 
. . I worked for two and 
a half hours daily in the C. M. S. Hospital 
in Old Cairo, practicing healing in the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth. ... 

“To enable me to have the necessary faith 
to speak to the patients with assurance, in 
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the name of Christ, I had jp live in the 
bracing part of the Bible, and leave off 
burying myself in the contentious part. The 
greater part of this had a quite new mean- 
ing thrown into it by the contemplation of 
Jesus Christ as a great faith healer. It 
was this practical forgetting of all the good 
and bracing parts of the Bible and eternally 
living in the contentious atmosphere of the 
critics among the contentious parts, which 
made the past thirty-two years of my life 
so barren and sterile. As a Modernist, my 
motto had been ‘We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Spirit,’ 
while I had spent my time discovering 
daily new evidences of the incompetence 
and duplicity of those whom the Holy Spirit 
had inspired to write the Scriptures! ! 
“Just when the Scriptures had again be- 
come to me the sword of the Spirit, I had 
put into my hands Professor R. D. Wilson’s 
‘Are the Higher Critics Scholarly?’ This 
settled me. I read the book four times, 
and then wrote and asked in the corre- 
spondence columns of the Guardian [Man- 
chester] if any of the Higher Critics had 
replied to Dr. Wilson’s scathing questions,

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Will the Bodies of All 
Be Raised from the Dead ? 


Are the bodies of the unsaved resur- 
rected? Recently a Bible teacher of some 
note said: ‘The unsaved do not get back 
their bodies; but their bodies are cast out 
and are burned, and become ashes trodden 
under foot.”"—A Tennessee reader. 

While the Lord Jesus was speaking 
to the Jews in Jerusalem, after he had 
healed a man at the pool of Bethesda, he 
said to them: “Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all that are 
in the graves shall hear his voice, and shall 
come forth; they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they that have 
done evil, unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion” (John 5:28, 29). Both the wicked 
and the righteous are conscious immediately 
after death and before any resurrection has 
taken place, as is plainly shown in such a 
passage as Luke 16: 19-31. Here the rich man 
in Hades saw Abraham and Lazarus afar off, 
across a great gulf, and carried on a con- 
versation with Abraham. The resurrection 
“unto damnation,” or “condemnation” as 
the margin gives it, must therefore mean 
the resurrection of the body, and there are 
other passages that teach the same truth. 

The apostle John in the Revelation writes 
of the last judgment: “And I saw a great 
white throne, and him that sat on it, from 
whose face the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place for 
them. And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books were 
opened: and another book was opened, 
which is the book of life: and the dead 
were judged out of those things which 
were written in the books, according to 
their works. And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man according 


to their works’ (Rev. 20:11-13). The 
fact that the dead will stand before God 
at this judgment implies that they will again 
have their bodies. The saved will not stand 
before the Great White Throne to be 
judged, for among others we have the glori- 
ous promise: “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come into con- 
demnation; but is passed from death unto 
life” (John 5:24); and we know also that 
when the Lord Jesus comes again he will 
“descend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first: then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord” 
(1 Thess. 4: 16, 17). 

It is the great and blessed privilege 
of all who will in this age of grace to 
have part in the first resurrection, which 
is the resurrection of the saved. “Blessed 
and holy is he that hath part in the 
first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign 
with him a thousand years” (Rev. 20:6). 
We may have this through faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. “Jesus said unto her, 
I am the resurrection, and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live: And whosoever liveth and 
believeth in’ me shall never die. Believest 
thou this?” (John 11:25, 26.) “For our 
conversation is in heaven; from whence also 
we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like unto his glori- 
ous body, according to the working whereby 
he is able even to subdue all things unto 
himself” (Phil. 3: 20, 21). 
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God's Promise to the Land of Palestine 


Looking beyond its dark present to its glorious 
future as Ezekiel pictures it

should be altered by substituting “‘con- 

cerning” or “regarding” for the prep- 
osition “to.” But a careful examination of 
the first part of Ezekiel 36 will, I believe, 
fully justify the expression used. For, 
singularly enough, in that chapter we find 
God addressing himself directly to the land 
itself —its mountains, valleys, hills, cities, 
and rivers, rather than to the people of 
Israel, who once dwelt there and are now 
returning to their ancient patrimony’ Be- 
cause he does not recognize the followers 
of the Arabian false prophet as his people, 
he does not speak to them as the present 
inhabitants of Palestine, but he speaks 
rather to the land itself. 

Note carefully the opening verses, where 
the prophet is distinctly commanded to 
address himself “unto the mountains of 
Israel, and say, Ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord.” It is as 
though insensate nature were called upon 
to hearken to the voice of God, when men, 
more dull and stupid than clods and stones, 
had no ear for his words. 


The Mohammedan in Prophecy 

“Thus saith the Lord God; Because the 
enemy hath said against you, Aha, even 
the ancient high places are our’s in pos- 
session” (v. 2). This is exactly the atti- 
tude taken by the Mohammedan conquerors, 
“the worst of the heathen,” for hundreds 
of years. The most sacred spots in all 
Palestine are in their hands, The Jew is 
not permitted to enter the Temple area, 
which has been so long polluted by the 
Mosques of Omar, the Dome of the Rock, 
and of the Chain. The closest the Jew,can 
come to this place, where of old the smoke 
of sacrifice ascended to Heaven, is when, 
each Sabbath evening, he is permitted to 
come to the Wailing Wall, there to join 
in the recitation of the penitential: Psalms 
and to cry in agony of heart for the de- 
liverance of Israel. 

Hebron, — with the cave of Machpelah, 
where rest the bodies of Abraham and 
Sarah, of Isaac and Rebekah, and of Jacob 
and Leah,—is rigidly and jealously con- 
trolled. by the Arabs, so that a Jew can 
but put his hand upon the side of the 
enclosure or into the hole in the wall 
through which the petitions are thrown 
that are supposed to reach the spirits of 
the patriarchs. ; 

But the day is soon coming when these 
shrines will no longer be dominated by 
the followers of Islam, for Jehovah has de- 
clared, “Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
cause they have made you desolate, and 
swallowed you up on every side, that ye 
might be a possession unto the residue of 
the heathen, and ye are taken up in the 
lips of talkers, and are an infamy of the 
people: Therefore, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountains, and 
to the hills, to the rivers, and to the valleys, 
to the desolate wastes, and to the cities

that are forsaken, which became a prey and 
derision to the residue of the heathen that 
are round about; Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God; Surely in the fire of my jeal- 
ousy have I spoken against the residue of 
the heathen, and against all Idumea, which 
have appointed my land into their posses- 
sion with the joy of all their heart, with 
despiteful minds, to cast it out for a prey” 
(Ezek. 36: 3-6). 


God’s Perpetual Covenant 


God has never renounced his title to that 
land. In a peculiar sense he claims it as 
his very own. He said long ago, “The 
land shall not be sold for ever: for the 
land is mine” (Lev. 25:23). He gave it 
as a dwelling-place in ‘perpetual covenant 
to Abraham and to his seed, through Isaac, 
not Ishmael, and so in his own due time 
he will claim it again for himself and for 
them. Already we see how he is preparing 
the way for this, In accordance with verse 
7, the Ottoman Turk, who oppressed the 
land for so long, has been put to shame, and 
when the appointed hour strikes, all Israel’s 
foes will have to give place and recognize 
the fact that Palestine is indeed Eretz Israel 
— “the land of Israel.” Vaingloriously, 
the Zionists have already so named it, but 
it will not actually be theirs until they turn 
to the Lord and own their guilt in rejecting 
his Son, their true Messiah, when he will 
appear to their glory and their enemies 
shall be ashamed. 

But what is now going on is a foretaste, 
an earnest, of what shali yet be, when that 
great day of Jehovah’s power shall arrive. 
Verses 8 to 12 are having a partial and pre- 
liminary fulfillment now, showing how read- 
ily God will be able to carry out his prom- 
ises completely, when the nation shall be 
born in a day, and he will own them again 
as his covenant-people. 

Anyone who has familiarized himself with 
present conditions can readily see how 


marvelously this preliminary fulfillment is 
being carried on. “But ye, O mountains of 
Israel, ye shall shoot forth your branches, 
and yield your fruit to my people of Israel ; 
for they are at hand to come. For, be- 
hold, I am for you [remember he is address- 
ing the land—not the people], and I will 
turn unto you, and ye shall be tilled and 
sown: and I wili multiply men upon you, 
all the house of Israel, even all of it: and 
the cities shall be inhabited, and the wastes 
shall be builded: And I will multiply upon 
you man and beast; and they shall increase 
and bring fruit: and I will settle you after 
your old estates, and will do better unto 
you than at your beginnings: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord” (vs, 8-11). The 
palmiest days of King Solomon will be as 
nothing compared to the glorious conditions 
that will prevail when Messiah returns to 
reign, And even now the new cities of 
Palestine surpass anything that the ancient 
world ever knew in grandeur and comfort. 
The reforestation of the mountains, the 
vast stretches of orchards, vineyards, and 
dairy farms, the improved roads and means 
of locomotion, the rebuilding of the ruined 


_ towns, and the rising up of new cities are 


all in exact accord with this prophecy. 
But, alas, there is as yet no real turning 
to God on the part of the chosen nation. 
The sin of Christ-rejection has not yet 
been judged, Consequently there cannot 
yet be any sense of security and assurance 
of permanent re-establishment such as that 
predicted in verse 12: “Yea, I will cause 
men to walk upon you, even my people 
Israel; and they shall possess thee, and 
thou shalt be their inheritance, and thou 
shalt no more henceforth bereave them of 


men,” 


Israel’s Darkest Hour 


As one walks through the length and 
breadth of the land today and observes -the 
great improvements everywhere going on, 
it is hard to realize that the darkest ‘hour 
of the day of Jacob’s trouble is yet before 
him —but this the Scriptures plainly de- 
clare, 

Bloody warfare and fearful strife are yet 
to drench that fair land with blood. It 
shall become in a terribly real sense 
“Aceldama . .. the field of blood.” But 
immediately after the tribulation of those 
days the Son of man will appear in glory 
and his people, so long estranged, will 
recognize him as the promised Deliverer 
and so enter into lasting blessing. 

A careful study of the rest of this re- 
markable chapter —from verse 16 to the 
end — shows that just as certainly as God 
scattered his people among the nations and 
dispersed them throughout all the coun- 
tries of the world, so will he regather them 
and sanctify his great name among them 
when they bow in repentance before him. 
Then shall they know the reality of that 
new birth of water and of the Spirit of 
which our Lord spoke so solemnly to Nico- 
demus, for he says in verses 25 and 26: 
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“Then will I sprinkle clean water upon you, 
and ye shall be clean: from all your filthi- 
ness, and from all your idols, will I cleanse 
you. A new heart also will I give you, and 
a new spirit will I put within you: and I 
will take away the stony heart out of your 
flesh, and I will give you an heart of flesh.” 

Then shall they be settled on their old 
estates without fear of removal again when 
he will cause them “to dwell in the cities, 
and the wastes shall be builded. And the 
desolate land shall be tilled, whereas it lay 
desolate in the sight of all that passed by” 
(vs. 33, 34). 

Edenic conditions shall be reproduced, 
and all nations shall know that God has 
redeemed his people and fulfilled his holy 
Word. They shall become the sheep of his 
pasture and he will be their Shepherd, lead- 
ing them to living founts of waters, 

It is a soul-thrilling prophecy soon to be 
realized, when the earth shall be filled with 
the glory of the Lord as the waters cover 
the great deep. “As the holy flock, as the 
flock of Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; 
so shall the waste cities be filled with flocks 
of men; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord” (v. 38). 

The present happenings in Palestine are 
as a pledge or proof of the divine purpose 
for the land and the people of Israel and 
should confirm our faith in the prophetic 
Word, as they show how easily and literally 
all shall be fulfilled in God’s due time.

When Moody Met Kimball's Son

\, WIGHT L. MOODY’S conversion, 

at the age of nineteen, in the back 

of a Boston shoe store, in 1856, 
almost thirty years to the day before he 
founded the Moody Bible Institute, pro- 
duced a stirring effect in the home of Ed- 
ward. Kimball, his Sunday school teacher. 

H. W. Barker, deputy treasurer of the 
- United Church of Canada, as a young 
man, knew Mr. Kimball after he removed 
from Boston to Toronto. In connection 
with the D. L. Moody Centenary-Moody 
Bible Institute Jubilee celebrations now be- 
ing held in many parts of Great Britain 
and America, he relates this touching meet- 
ing of Mr. Moody and Edward Kimball’s 
son: 

“How true it is,” says Mr. Barker, “that 
bread cast upon the waters will be found 
after many days. (An allusion to the 
custom of sowing rice on muddy ground 
covered with water, in Ecclesiastes 11: 1.) 
Mr. Moody was conducting a mission in 
Worcester, Mass. A young man approached 
the evangelist and introduced himself as 
Henry Kimball.” 

“Are you a son of Edward Kimball?” 
inquired Moody. 

“Yes, I am!” 

“I am glad to see you! Are you a Chris- 
tian?” 

“No, sir, I do not think I am.” 

“How old are you, Henry?” 

“TI am nineteen.” 

“Henry, when I was just nineteen, your 
father came to me, put his hand on my 
shoulder, and asked me to become a Chris- 
tian; and now, I want you, my boy, to be 
a Christian.” 

Moody and Henry Kimball sat down 
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together and the evangelist opened his 
Bible. God’s Word went home to the 
lad’s heart, and, through the work of the 
Holy Spirit, he was led into the same light 
to which Moody himself had been brought 
by the boy’s father. 

Edward Kimball, in a letter dated May 
18, 1876, now in the Institute Museum at 
Chicago, tells the story of the conversion 
of young Moody as follows: 

“Mr. Moody was my Sabbath school 
scholar, and was brought to Christ by 
a call I made upon him, as my scholar, 
in a shoe store where he was learning to 
sell. boots and shoes. I asked him to come 
to Christ, who loved him and who wanted 
his love and should have it. This was 
twenty-one years ago in Boston, about three 
years before I moved from Boston to To- 
ronto. I have kept up the acquaintance, 
and here in the meetings at the Hippo- 
drome, I saw much of him.” 

Years later, while preaching in Boston, 
Mr. Moody gave this account of his sec- 
ond birth: 

“I could throw a stone from Tremont 
Temple to the spot where I found God 
over forty years ago. He has been a mil- 
lion times better to me than I have been 
to him. I remember the morning on which 
I came out of my room after I had first 
trusted Christ. As I walked out on Bos- 
ton Common, I thought the old sun shone 
brighter than it ever had before. I thought 
it was just smiling upon me. 

“I thought the birds singing in the trees 
were all singing a song to me. I had 
never cared for them before. It seemed 
that I was in love with all creation—I 
had not a bitter feeling against any man, 
and I was ready to take all men to my 
heart.” 

Solomon wrote: “Cast thy bread upon 
the waters: for thou shalt find it after 
many days” (Eccles. 11:1). Edward Kim- 
ball used to tell how he hesitated to go 
into the shoe store and speak to the young 
clerk during business hours, as he did not 
wish to embarrass the boy, and cause other 
clerks to taunt him after he left. 

Kimball’s own son was very young on 
that day in which he cast bread upon the 
muddy waters in the life of Dwight L. 
Moody; but that bread was found more 
than 5,000 days later when the shoe clerk, 
now a famous preacher, pointed his own 
child to Christ. 

And what of the influence of Mr. Kim- 
ball’s visit to the shoe store to seek a 
young man for Christ? Human yardsticks 
fail to measure it. More books and more 
newspaper articles have been written about 
D. L. Moody than any other man in 
America who lived in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, with the single exception of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

According to authorities on child evan- 
gelism, more than 27,000,000 children in 
the United States are in no Sunday school, 
and 80 per cent of those who are, are 
never spoken to about Christ in the man- 
ner that Edward Kimball presented him 
to young Dwight L. Moody in 1856. 

One of the purposes of the D. L, Moody 
Centenary-Moody Bible Institute Jubilee 
is to arouse Christians to the Macedonian 
cry of the children of America, in the hope 
that somewhere among the millions of our 
youngsters God has hidden away another 
D. L. Moody. 

In other words, it is our belief, that 
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those good Christians who are so earnestly 
praying for a. revival, would do well to 
seek for a boy as Henry Kimball sought 
one in the Boston boot shop. For just as 
God used Moody to carry the colors of the 
great revival in the nineteenti century, 
which began in York, England, in 1873, 
and extend it to the nations of the earth 
through The Moody Bible Institute of Chi- 
cago, so will he do again fiom season to 
season, until time shall be no more.

“Not My Way, But Thy Way” 
By Howard A. Kelly, M.D. 


| MY junior year in college, in the sum- 
mer of 1876, I ‘started with a college 
chum to walk from Philadelphia to Niagara 
Falls. From there we continued on to To- 
ronto and then farther north to Orillia in 
the lake country, where I had 2 first lesson 
in a birch-bark canoe. The next visit to 
Canada was in 1891, when Dr. Leslie Sweet- 
nam of Toronto and I camped on Indian 
Point upon Ahmic Lake, an expansion of 
the Magnetawan River which flows west- 
ward into the Georgian Bay, where I have 
spent the summer holidays ever since with 
children and grandchildren and friends. 

A few summers ago, an eminent Jewish 
doctor from a Western city visited our 
Lake, and there was an opportunity to talk 
of the Christian faith. Last summer, a 
letter from Columbia, S. C., advised me 
that the same doctor was visiting in the 
north country and asked me to try to meet 
him. As he was about a day’s journey 
distant, I wrote and invited him to call at 
our camp if he came to Lake Ahmic; so 
one evening, in the late summer, he ar- 
rived. Like others, without Christian faith, 
he holds certain ethical and moral prin- 
ciples as sufficient guides in life. We had 
a brief, earnest talk and, on parting, he 
presented me with a booklet of excerpts 
from the Talmud in English and in Hebrew. 

Several days later, encountering his 
hostess in our neighboring food-supply vil- 
lage, I remarked, “Mrs. S., what a pity 
our doctor is not a Christian,” to which 
she promptly replied, “Well, Dr. Kelly, the 
Doctor has his way and you have yours!” 
That is the universally common way of 
parrying a recommendation of our faith, 
and it puzzles one to reply without appear- 
ing self-righteous and wungracious. One 
often hears like arguments for the various 
religions of the world: “China or India 
has its religion and you have yours,” im- 
plying that these various religions are as 
good as yours would be, or better for these 
countries than yours would be. This time, 
the right answer came to me like a flash: 
“No, Mrs. S., I have no way of my own; 
God smashed my way years ago and from 
that time my life has been a daily battle 
to walk in God’s Way.” And is: not this 
losing one’s own way and battling to live in 
God’s way more or less dramatically the 
history of every converted sinner? 

Look at Paul, eager and full of zeal on 
his way to arrest and destroy the Chris- 
tians in Damascus (Acts 9: 1-16; 26: 10- 
18), when God transforms him by striking 
him prostrate to the ground and reveals 
Christ in glory appealing to him to walk 
in God’s way. Nicodemus was set in his 
way in the law; here the process of transi- 
tion to God’s Way, leading to the cross, 
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was slower, but it was none the less definite 
and sure. The woman of Samaria was 
speedily rescued from her own evil way 
when she came to Christ, the looked-for 
Messiah; and Mary of Bethany, and Peter, 
and all who truly sought the light were 
each and every one literally “born again” 
into the new Way. And so it ever remains 
for each and for all the same Way, of Him 
who says, “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life (John 14:6; Acts 4:12).

Dear Mother Ruth: In The Sunday School 
Times of April 11, 1936, I was much interested 
to see your reply to a question which confronts 
almost every young person (and older ones, 
for that matter) who works daily for a living. 
The question concerned the will of our Lord 
in selling questionable merchandise. 

For some time I have had doubt in my mind 
concerning my own job. I work for 
as a stenographer. Of course I am constantly 
fcrced to type letters and orders providing 
service to places which make, sell, and haul 
liquor. Also we carry advertisements for things 
which any real Christian would shun in his own 
life. However, as I considered the problem it 
came to me that it would be almost impos- 
sible to avoid handling something questionable. 
I am willing to do as Jesus would have me 
do about this matter. 

I read your answer to the question and some- 
how it flashed through my mind that all spir- 
itual people, including myself, have made it 
a worse crime to drink than to satisfy the ofher 
lusts of the flesh. In Paul’s category of the 
works of the flesh (Gal. 5: 19-21) he does not 
make drunkenness a worse sin than adultery or 
lasciviousness. In fact, why IS being drunk 
with liquor any worse than being drunk with 
passion or lust? The first is satisfied by drink- 
ing poison; the other is, sometimes, at least, 
satisfied and encouraged by reading poison. Is 
a person who sells liquor then any more guilty 
of offending God than one who sells other things 
used to promote the Devil’s work? In your 
reply to the letter in question you said twice 
that it would be a different matter if the writer 
of the letter was required to sell liquor. You 
also said she is not responsible for the stock 
in the store and has to sell what is in it re- 
gardless of the fact that it is distasteful to her. 
What then should a girl do who had been 
waiting on tables serving food before repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment, whea suddenly she 
is forced to serve beer and liquor as part of 
the meal (part of the stock)? 

Please bear with me in this problem and rest 
assured that I hate liquor with all my ability, 
but I also hate degrading literature and im- 
medest dress. Where, oh, where can we find 
decent, honest work? The reason, or rather 
one reason I am writing this is because two 
sisters board where I do, and their minister, it 
seems, has been condemning barmaids. They 
both are waitresses and serve liquor. Then, 
too, it is distasteful to me to think I am writ- 
ing letters not only for places which have liquor 
in their business but also letters concerning 
race tracks. Answers must be covered to make 
them appear right. 

Don’t misunderstand, every one in our com- 
pany is not evil. In fact, my own employer 
has high Christian principles and would not 
force anyone to do something against his or 
her conscience. However, he has his own job 
to look out for, and I do not like to be always 
hiding behind him. I, too, have tried to tell 
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myself that by working there I have an oppor- 
tunity to reach others for Christ, but I would 
like to know what our Saviour would do in 
our places. 


M* DEAR GIRL: The only place for 
us to go to at this time is the Word 
of God. That is our guide, and whenever 
we are puzzled we may have light by going 
to the Guide Book. 

I think a good reading just now would 
be the last prayer of our Lord in John 17. 
He saw the perplexities that would be 
pressed in on us by the world, and Jesus 
Christ himself prayed for you and me, that 
we might be kept when these moments of 
decision would come in our lives and when 
we might not be able clearly to discern his 
will. To read that we are not of this 
world while we are in it, makes us realize 
that there is a power greater and higher 
than the ordinary plane in which we move 
and live. He prayed that we might be 
kept through the hours of going and com- 
ing and doing, in order that we might not 
be influenced by the world. To know his 
will is our privilege, and he has made it 
plain, that we may be in the Father, even 
as he was one with the Father. In the 
world, but not of it! 

If we as Christians could choose our 
work, I am sure each of us would choose 
the things that were perfect and not tainted 
by the Evil One. But such things must 
be met, and we should yield to the Spirit, 
who will keep us pure as we resist the 
evil which is present. The question of 
responsibility in the work is many times 
not ours, but lies with the employers. But 
when a wrong course is clearly seen we 
should resist it. To sell literature which 
is not pure would mean to handle it, and 
then would be the time to refuse to do 
that. But to take the stand that you would 
not be a saleswoman in such a store of 
general merchandise would place you in the 
position of sitting in judgment on the stock 
for sale. As to the liquor, there should 
not be any doubt as to the duty of those 
waitresses, for Paul by inspiration exhorts 
us, “Whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of God” (1 Cor. 10:31). “Wherefore, if 
meat make my brother to offend, I will 
eat no flesh while the world standeth, lest 
I make my brother to offend” (1 Cor. 8: 
13). If they must lose their positions, the 
Lord will open up others for those girls, 
if they will ask him. The attitude of the 
minister of the church these girls attend 
is according to the Word of God. The 
great objection against the liquor, over and 
above these other things you have suggested, 
lies in the fact that it is the one great 
poison which helps Satan to accomplish 
all the other sins, 

Finally, all sin is hateful to God, and 
as you grow like him, sin will become so 
to you. But we can take our stand against 
sin, while we love the sinner, as God does. 
“Keep thyself pure,” we are told in 1 Tim- 
othy 5:22. And if the moment of decision 
comes and there is doubt, the “upward 
glancing of the eye, when none but God 
is near” will be sure to bring clear light 
as to the act to be done, whether it is 
writing letters or doing any kind of work; 
for does he not say in John 7:17, “If any 
man will do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether 
I speak of myself.” A singleness of desire 
to please God will bring the clear knowl- 
edge of what to do at the very moment of 
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need. We are never left to depend on our 
human thinking alone, for God is our sure 
friend, who will not “suffer thy foot to 
be moved” (Psa. 121: 3). Take that Psalm 
and let it sustain you in the moments of 
uncertainty, for “the Lord shall preserve 
thee from all evil: he shall preserve thy 
soul”! I am sending you the leaflet called 
“The Life that Wins,” by Dr. Trumbull, 
which gives you much help on the way to 
walk with God.

The Names of Jehovah 
in the Twenty-third Psalm 
By Ernest Gordon 
A Side Light on the Lesson in This Issue 


HERE are seven titles given to Jeho- 

vah in the Old Testament and they 
appear to be indicated in the six verses of 
the Shepherd Psalm. Here they are: 

1. Jehovah-Jireh (Gen. 22: 14).—‘Jeho- 
vah will provide.” This corresponds to 
“T shall not want.” It finds its New Testa- 
ment confirmation in Philippians 4: 10, 
“But my God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus.” 

2. Jehovah Shalom (Judges 6: 24).—“Je- 
hovah is peace.” “He leadeth me beside the 
waters of quietness” (margin). “He is our 
peace” (Eph, 2:14). 

3. Jehovah Ropheka (Exod. 15: 26).—“I 
am Jehovah that healeth thee.” “He re- 
storeth my soul.” 


4. Jehovah Tsidkenu (Jer. 23:6).—“Je- 
hovah our Righteousness.” “He leadeth me 
in the paths of righteousness for his name’s 
sake,’ a direct reference to his name, 
Jehovah Tsidkenu., 

5. Jehovah Shammah (Ezek. 48: 35).— 
“Jehovah is there.” “I will fear no evil: 
for thou art with me,” in the shadows of 
life and death. 

6. Jehovah Nissi (Exod. 17: 15).—“Je- 
hovah my banner.” Rather a sign of vic- 
tory lifted up, as the rod of God which 
Moses held aloft during the battle with the 
Amalekites (Exod. 17). The Lord’s Table 
symbolizes Him who was lifted up in the 
midst of enemies and in victory over sin 
and death. The anointing of oil is a true 
symbol of the anointing of the Spirit. 

7. Jehovah Mekaddischem (Exod. 31: 
13). “I am Jehovah that doth sanctify 
you.” It is the sanctification in Sabbath- 
keeping, as one can see by referring to this 
passage in Exodus. So in verse.6 of Psalm 
23 we are promised goodness and mercy for 
the working days of life and an eternal Sab- 
bath in the house of the Lord hereafter, the 
place prepared for us by the Good Shepherd,

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former President of the Swiss Con- 

federation, M. Pilet-Golaz, speaking 
at the 4ooth anniversary of the Reformation 
in Geneva, said: 

“Whence comes our salvation? It comes 
from the Reformation in Geneva. Our 
European civilization was born, grew up, 
and attained its brilliancy through Chris- 
tianity. Christian it must become again 
or, just punishment, it will perish. It is 
not the state which needs reforming. The 
state is but the expression of the individuals 
who compose it. It is man who must be 
changed, who must be born again. 

“Go back four or five centuries. The 
times were no better than ours. Every- 
where disorder, pillage, debauchery. Every- 
thing was falling in decay. Then came the 
Reformation, a blessing for all, even for 
those who did not accept it. The primacy 
of the spiritual was again recognized. A 
new era of civilization and prosperity 
opened. That which the Reformation ac- 
complished can take place again. How 
rapidly did order in things then re-estab- 
lish itself because there was a new birth 
of spirits, the higher more effective order, 
not the order of the police but order from 
on High. Voluminous codes are not needed 
to formulate.it. It is simply, ‘Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind; and thy 
neighbour as thyself.’ ” 


The Uruguayan Government and Prot- 
estantism.—The World Dominion Press 
Bulletin informs us that during April an 
evangelistic campaign was held in the Re- 
public of Uruguay in which three main 
denominations, Methodist, Baptist, and 
Waldensian, co-operated. Meetings were 
held in 36 cities and towns and 20 addresses 
given by radio. Some 17,000 portions of 
Scripture were distributed. Now comes 
the interesting thing. This campaign re- 
ceived special support from the Govern- 
ment, the Minister of the Interior sending 
a circular to all the country officials or- 
dering them to give every facility for 
the holding of meetings in secular halls and 
to further the plans of the evangelists as 
far as lay in their power. 


A picture of English village Method- 
ism comes from the notebook of Jack Law- 
son, M.P., as transcribed in The Methodist 
Recorder. 

“Sunday evening in mid-September. A 
sky of blue and gold. Small gardens in 
full flower, rich-colored and fragrant. Peo- 
ple coming along the streets of the colliery 
village to the chapel at the end. As we 
enter. the organ rolls low. The organist 
is a workman. There is ——, a miner. 
He has three tall sons, members of the 
chapel ; two. are local preachers. The choir- 
master is a local preacher,.an unemployed 
miner. Without stopping I count eight 
young men, members with us, who are 
preachers. One of them was conducting 
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service tonight. There is ——, a forthright 
man who likes-to speak his mind and care- 
fully reads the lesson from his Bible. These 
men do the humble, necessary things of 
life. Their wives and daughters are here 
with them. They are loyal to their trade 
union, advanced in politics, proud of their 
homes. Resting there, reflecting, their minds 
quieted to meditation and prayer. The salt 
of the earth,” 

Of these “little commonwealths of the 
Church” Mr. Lawson says: “They have 
their shortcomings but the will to be decent, 
to do penance for wrong and wistfully to 
search for power to do right. This volun- 
tary self-restraint and discipline, and the 
joining with those of like mind to find aid 
to this end, is tremendously significant in 
human affairs, far beyond the limits of such 
congregations.” 


Rockefeller Foundation inaccuracies 
are described in W. H. Allen’s “Rocke- 
feller, — Giant, Dwarf, Symbol” in a way 
to interest those who have followed the 
inaccuracies of the Rockefeller-Hocking 
survey of Christian Missions. He says: “If 
Mr. Rockefeller would give but a few min- 
utes to the reports of this service which most 
interests him he would ask the trustees: 

“Have you ever noticed that we report 
several million more persons treated for 
hookworm than we report infected? Also 
that in several instances we report more 
persons treated twice than were examined, 
and a million and a half more persons 
treated once than we reported sick?’ 

“If these questions surprised the trustees 
Mr. Rockefeller would doubtless say: 

“‘Please note that for Ceylon we report 
112,089 persons given two or more treat- 
ments and 117,337 single treatments in 1920, 
when we also report only 12,814 infected 
and only 16,961 examined. In a hurried 
glance I notice about 88 similar discrep- 
ancies, [and] I have thought it might help 
if they were explained.’ ” 


Before and After Missions.—Mr. An- 
derson of Bibanga, Belgian Congo, recently 
explored a cave near his station, of the 
Mammoth, Ky., type. He and his native 
attendants after a little came into a huge 
chamber, the floor of which was covered 
with human bones and skulls. This was the 
story of the place. Forty years ago a 
Basonga cannibal tribe, armed with muzzle- 
loading guns obtained from the Arabs, 
raided the Baluba people. The latter, 
possessing no firearms, fled for refuge to 
this cave. The cannibals camped at its 
mouth, and the trapped victims preferred 
to starve rather than to entrust themselves 
to the mercy of their conquerors. 

This incident is told in The Presbyterian 
Survey for October. 
is an account of the recent opening of a 
leper colony at the same place, Bibanga. 
Mrs. Kellersberger writes: “When the 
word finally came that the camp was open 
the procession ‘started. It moved slowly, 
for the tropical sun was soon beating merci- 
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lessly on the hot sand and the road was 
long for maimed feet. They hobbled along 
through the dust, two by two, or three 
by three, helping each other. There was 
a smile on every face, for they were go- 
ing home, the first home that most of them 
had ever known.” 


The Paraguayan Government and Leper 
Missions.—The statesmen of Uruguay may 
have heard of a Protestant leper station in 
Paraguay led by a Scotch doctor, son of 
a missionary whom the Presbyterian Sur- 
vey characterizes as “a granite, saint.” His 
mission would not approve of leper work 
and he had to go on single-handed. At 
length he won over the President of Para- 
guay. Together they have laid out a thir- 
teen year plan for gathering in all the 
lepers in Paraguay and treating them in 
body and spirit as they ought to be treated. 
It is still hard work. The doctor supports 
himself by private practice and puts in 
too much of his inadequate income into his 
charity. 

What gold in these leper mines! Dr. 
Wilson of Korea has a colony of 700,— 
600 of whom are Christians. And what 
Christians! “In the yellow afternoon sun- 
light Dr. Unger may be found sitting under 
a tree while one patient after another sits 
crosslegged before him, going through the 
periodic Bible examination. ‘They are re- 
citing not verses, but chapters and books, 
the whole of Matthew, the whole of Luke, 
and so on, at a single sitting. This is 
their resource, their hid treasure.” 

There are now 195 Protestant mission 
stations with leper colonies in 48 countries. 


The Wages of Sin.—Some years ago 
there was much talk regarding “compan- 
ionate marriages” and “trial marriages.” 
Now the chickens are coming home to 
roost. In an article in the October Forum 
a woman who was led into this experi- 
ment describes the consequences. She tells 
of wrecked nervous systems and moral 
degradation. “In the old days when a girl 
went wrong her elders spoke of her as 
having been ‘ruined.’ We moderns laughed 
at what we considered old-fashioned ver- 
biage. But we no longer laugh, for we 
have found that ‘ruin’ is the best word 
that has yet been found to describe what 
overtakes a woman who seeks happiness 
in this way... . What is called ‘free love’ 
exacts payment to the uttermost farthing 
in the most precious coinage in the world, 
— self-esteem, self-confidence, honesty, in- 
tegrity, health, and peace of mind.” 

The writer uses Biblical phrase, “Thou 
shalt by no means come out thence, till 
thou hast paid the uttermost farthing.” 
Perhaps she had a Christian background 
and has left it to become “modern.” (The 
article is entitled, “I Thought I Was 
Modern”).. The next verse reads, “Ye 
have heard that it was said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not .. 2” (Matt. 5:27).

Approach to the Lesson 


66 HILE you were getting religion, 

W eis didn’t you get saved?’} was 

the startling question Dr. C. LI. 

Scofield once asked a young minister who 

did not believe the Bible, but said that 
he “got religion” some years before. 

“Isn’t getting religion getting saved?” 

*‘T should say not. It may have noth- 
ing to do with it.” 

“But did not Christ come to bring re- 
ligion? Did he not found the Christian 
religion ?” 

“No, he did not. The people he came 
to save were full of ‘religion.’ Christianity 
is not a ‘religion.’” 

“Then why in the world did he cone?” 
asked the young man, with increasing sur- 
prise in his voice. 

“Christ himself tells us just why he 
came: ‘I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly’ ” (John 10: 10). 

The result of this conversation was that 
the young man kneeled and took Christ 
as his personal Saviour —the good Shep- 
herd who died that he might have abun- 
dant life. The word “religion” is not 
mentioned once in the Gospel of John, The 
word “life” or “living” occurs nearly fifty 
times. 

In the ninth chapter, Christ was revealed 
as the Light of life. The blind man heard

of life as well as healing for his blind eyes. 
He was cast out of the synagogue, and this 
was the occasion of the glorious. message 
of the tenth chapter on Jesus as the true 
Shepherd in contrast with the false shep- 
herds. 


The Historical Setting 


If the healing of the blind’man imme- 
diately followed the feast of tabernacles, 
occurring in the fall of A. D. 20, this would 
mean that John ro: 1-21 belongs to this 
period; the message beginning at John ro: 
22 was spoken in the first part of Decem- 
ber, during the feast of dedication, which 
lasted eight days. This feast was instituted 
by Judas Maccabeus in 164 B. C., and 
celebrated the purification and rededication 
of the Temple after its destruction by Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes, 


Verse by Verse 


John 10: 1-5.—The beautiful parable of 
the sheepfold presents first the “earthly 
story,” or picture of a literal sheepfold. 
The fold was a large enclosure, with a 
wall or palisade about six feet high, and 
one door, or gate. Ordinarily the fold held 
several flocks, consisting of several hundred 
sheep, each flock having its own shepherd, 
whom the porter or doorkeeper admitted 
in the morning. The shepherd knew each 
individual sheep: they were his own beloved 
family. As each shepherd called, his own 
sheep followed, and the others remained 
behind. 


Verse 6.—This parable. Meaning a simil- 





itude, translated “proverb” in the three 
other verses where the word occurs (John 
16: 25, 20; 2 Pet. 2: 22). 


Verse 7—I am the door of the sheep. 
The first of two great spiritual messages 
concerning himself which the Lord draws 
from the sheepfold; both messages are 
vitally related. He gives also other les- 
sons concerning the false shepherds, and the 
sheep. 


Verse 8.—All that ever came before. me 
are thieves and robbers. That is, all. who 
arrogated to themselves the rule over the 
sheep, not pointing to Christ, as did Abra- 
ham, Moses, and the other true prophets 
up to John the Baptist. The present rulers, 
who were rejecting Messiah, are referred 
to. “Robber” indicates violence, as well as 
dishonesty. 


Verse 9.—By me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved. All others are lost. Christ 
is the only door. Shall go in and out, and 
find pasture. The sheep have all their 
needs cared for. 


Verse 10.—I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly. A “key verse” of John, The 
eternal life that Christ gives is abundant, 
overflowing life, life in the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit. Christ does not offer two 
kinds of life for believers to choose be- 
tween; yet it is possible for Christians not 
to enjoy the abundance belonging to Christ, 
who is our life (Col. 3: 4). 


Verse 11.—I am the good shepherd. This 
is the second spiritual message drawn from 
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the sheepfold. He is the Shepherd and also 
the Door, just as he is the Way, the Truth, 
the Life, the Light, and the Lord of his 
own. Giveth his life for the sheep. “Lay- 
eth down” his life, as his deliberate and 
voluntary choice (cf. vs. 17, 18). 


Verse 15.—As the Father knoweth me, 
even so know I the Father. The correct 
rendering brings out a startling revelation: 
“I know my own and my own know me, 
even as the Father knoweth me and I know 
the Father”; “knowing” includes “loving,” 
a fellowship which is eternal life, (17: 3). 
Our Lord’s prayer in the seventeenth chap- 
ter unfolds the meaning of this union with 
Christ. It does not, of course, mean that 
we “know” God in the infinite way that 
only the Son can know him (cf. Matt. 
II: 27). 

Verse 16.—Other sheep .. . not of the 
fold. The Gentiles, “children of God... 
scattered abroad” (John 11:52). There 
shall be one fold. This incorrect rendering 
obscures the glorious meaning; it is “one 
flock, one shepherd,” Jews and Gentiles one 
in Christ. Read John 17: 21. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Our good Shepherd who laid down his 
life for us is also our great Shepherd, 
giving abundant, secure, resurrection life 
(Heb. 13: 20, 21; Psa. 23); he is also the 
chief Shepherd, sending out his messengers 
to win the other sheep, and coming again 
to receive us to himself and to reward 
the under-shepherds for their faithfulness 
(1 Pet. 5:4). Through death and resur- 
rection Christ gives us the abundant, over- 
flowing life. He says plainly, “I give unto 
them eternal life.” Our part is to believe 
that he has died to give us life. But when 
Christians, real sheep who have entered 
into the fold, are not living in victory, what 
is the reason for the defeat? They do not 
believe the great fact: “The Lord is my 
Shepherd.” That statement means that the 
Lord is supplying every need, now. It is 
not a promise; it is a fact. Yet we say, 
“He will meet my need, if I let him,” or 
“He does his part,” or “I believe with my 
head, not with my heart.” The plain fact 
is we say we believe the Lord is our Shep- 
herd, when we do not believe it. “The 
Lord is my Shepherd” is the most familiar 
and the least believed verse in the Bible, the 
best loved and the least practiced verse in 
the Bible. Have we learned the Shepherd 
lesson?

Deity of Christ and the Cross. John 
records three occasions when the Jews at- 
tempted to kill the Lord Jesus: 5:18; 8: 
58, 59; 10:3-33. The occasion of -their 
seeking to put him to death was the fact 
that he’ set himself forth as God, equal 
with the Father. In the tenth chapter he 
not only says, “I and my Father are one,” 
but also identifies himself with Jehovah the 
Shepherd of the Twenty-third Psalm (cf. 
Zech. 13:7). Christ did not hold them re- 
sponsible for the mystery of how God could 
become man. He did hold them responsible 
for recognizing that he was doing the work 
of his Father. 


The Conflict with the Jews. Note that 
from John 5 to 11 there is an increasing 
conflict with the Jewish leaders. The Lord 
is revealed as the Source of life (5), the 
Bread of life (6), the Source of the water 
of life (7), the Light of life (8, 9), the 
Shepherd of life (10), and the resurrection 
and the life (11). Each revelation results 
in a conflict with the Jewish leaders, cul- 
minating in their effort to put him to death 
in the tenth chapter, and the final decision, 
following the resurrection of Lazarus, that 
he must die. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Are you a “sheep”? Have you entered 
by the one Door? Have you accepted the 
good Shepherd who laid down his life for 
you? Every teacher should be sure of this 
great fact. 

Are your pupils in the fold? Let this 
lesson be the occasion of their entering the 
open Door. 

Do you believe in the eternal security of 
the sheep? To know that you are a sheep 
carries with it the assurance that you will 
never perish (John 10: 28). 

What about the other sheep? Some seven 
hundred millions in the world who are not 
having the Gospel preached to them. This 
is the greatest “open sore” in the. world 
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for which the good. Shepherd laid down 


his life. 


Are we of the sheep who hear his voice? 
Three things needed if we are to be sensi- 
tive to the Shepherd’s voice: Prayer. Bible 
study. Obedience. 


Beware of false shepherds. Flee from the 
strangers. The false shepherds are false 
teachers, like the wolves in sheep’s clothing 
(Matt. 7:15). 

Have you the victory that belongs to a 
sheep of the Shepherd? See the Heart of 
the Lesson.

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The Busy Men's Corner

The Only Entrance.—He that entereth 
not by the door... the same isa... robber 
(John 10:1). My newspaper this morn- 
ing tells of a young man who, having at- 
tended a “party,” came home in the early 
morning hours “somewhat ptastered.” He 
mistook a similar bungalow for his own. 
Not being able to open the door with his 
key, he climbed in a window. The owner 
quite naturally mistook him for a burglar 
and promptly shot him: dead. 

“He was a fine young man of high char 
acter, with many friends.” The fact that 
his friends were those of the “gay set” 
caused his pitiful and untimely end. “He 
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was not a drunkard; just couldn’t carry 
his liquor.” So wrote the newspaper re- 
porter, 

There are thousands of young men like 
this one. The swell hotels, instead of “aft- 
ernoon tea,” now advertise “the cocktail 
hour.” Here foolish young women acquire 
the gin step that after the wedding will 
take them dancing down Misery Lane. 
These young men and women with heads 
be-addled walk in the shadow of jail and 
death. Guns and automobiles take a larger 
daily toll and the divorce mill grinds on. 

The Lord Jesus is telling us he has a 
safe place for all his sheep, and that he 
is the only way in to that safety. In him 
is life. “I am the... life,” he says. 

When the Bible was translated robbery 
meant death, just as it does today in Rus- 
sia, when the Government is the victim. 
We are being told that the other cults that 
claim to have the only access to the King- 
dom of Heaven, and do not come in through 
the “Door,” carry with them death. 

For example: Put on your seven league 
boots and take a journey outside of Chris- 
tendom. You will find yourself taking a 
tour of death in all its varieties and hor- 
rors. In China the wholesale massacre of 
the unwanted girl innocents. In India, child 
mothers agonizing in childbirth, and awhile 
ago the burning alive of widows in the 
suttee. In Africa the “red sunsets” of 
murdered wives to accompany the dead 
chief to the happy hunting grounds. In the 
isles of the sea, — but why go on! 

When Christ in the person of his mis- 
sionary steps in, Death steps out and stays 
out. The mission takes the girl baby. The 
suttee is abolished. The red sunsets cati- 
not incarnadine a clear sky. The old are 
no longer knocked in the head (Luke 1: 78, 
79; Acts 26:18). 


Our Many Thieves.—The thief cometh 
not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to de- 
stroy: I am come that they might have life 

. abundantly. (v. 10). If every man, 
woman, and child could be made really to 
believe this, what a country would this 
Star Spangled Banner Land be! Think of 
it! America, the Land of the Abundant 
Life! . A land where the people belong to 
church as the Moslem belongs to his Koran. 
If we all stood by what the Lord Jesus 
says as the Moslem stands by what’ Mo- 
hammed has said. 

All the world in spite of “quotas” would 
be crowding in orn us. No more to be 
kept out than the police and the law were 
able to keep out liquor in the prohibition 
period, or the Western farmers keep out 
grasshoppers, and Eastern gardeners the 
Japanese beetles. 

But alas, we are overrun by thieves who 
come to steal from us our heritage of the 
best things in life. You know every one 
of them. Ali Baba and his forty has 
nothing on Irreligion with his gamblers, 
his greeds, his scoffers, his cheaters, and 
all the rest of the crooks and underworld 
that follow old lrreligion. 

Each one of these thieves has his “gang” 
or “mob.” Dr. Jefferson has called atten- 
tion to the fact that there are more names 
for dishonesty than for any other vice. The 
list was printed in a former 1essom in this 
Corner, with additions. 

As I write this note, so badly has, Amer- 
ica slipped that, the Mayor of a great city, 
with his Aldermen, has planned a lottery 
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as a means of raising revenue. During 
a visit to a Latin city a few years ago 
we found on the city streets poverty stricken 
old men and women peddling lottery tickets. 
We then understood the lack of prosperity 
in that city. 

The presence of the Lord Jesus, the Great 
Shepherd of the sheep, solves all the many 
problems of life. The problem of the daily 
bread is solved by the great crop and the 
abundant flour barrel, and the problem of 
the daily life is solved by the abundant life, 
and the Great Shepherd who gave his life 
to the sheep, as well as for the sheep (1 
Cor. 15: 22). 


Among the Stars.—Other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold (v. 16). The 
man who was talking to a Sunday school 
class of small boys said: 

“If you will tell me where God is I will 
give you a big apple.” 

“Huh!” exclaimed a small boy, “an’ if 
you will tell me where God isn’t, I'll give 
you a whole barrel of big apples.” 

Mother Ridgway used to teach me God 
is everywhere and knew every naughty 
thing I might do or even think. I believed 
that because Mother said so. I believe it 
was a part of her boy safety system, to 
keep me out of trouble. 

Of course, in those days when I wanted 
to fight Indians, be a sailor, a policeman, or 
railroad conductor, I did not understand the 
omnipresence and the omniscience of God. 
Neither did Mother, for that matter, for 
she was just a Jersey farmer’s daughter, 
and spoke only New Jersey English. 

‘But since the radio has come into the 
world, and flyers high up in the air, and 
miners away down in the bowels of the 
earth, and explorers at the poles, and 
nations across the seas, all can get the 
intelligence that seems to fill the whole 
world and its atmosphere when music and 
song and talk are started at the broadcast- 
ing station — 

As I was about to say, when I fell into 
that long sentence, when we come into 
thoughtful contact with this modern miracle 
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of science, we have no trouble in grasping 
the idea of God being everywhere. 

And so why not “other sheep”? I am 
out on my upstairs, uncovered porch, lying 
back in my loafing chair looking up into a 
perfect night sky with its millions of lights. 
The night air mail goes by with its lights, 
suggesting shooting stars. 

In one of those planets whose shine I 
see, there could well be another world like 
this one of ours. I read a story once of a 
man who sailed to one of the poles and got 
into the interior of the world and found it 
hollow with another civilization going on 
inside of it. This inside country was held 
in place by centrifugal force, as our outside 
country is held by gravity. (Read Ed- 
ward Everett Hale’s “Our Christmas in 
a Palace,” “Paul’s Decker’s story.” It 
tells of another world and an experiment.) 
Of course I know what the commentators 
say. But my sailing around among the 
stars does not prevent you finding the “other 
sheep” on this planet (Isa. 56:8; John 17.: 
20; Acts 15:7-9).

Beginning: Life. 

Discussion: Let the fellows’ freely state 
their conceptions of what makes life most 
worth while; then lead them into the high- 
est, if they do not arrive there of them- 
selves. 


Objective: The abundant life (cf. Luke 
12: 15). 


AY, fellows, the first thing you ever 

struggled for was life; your last gasp 
will be for life. You began life by reach- 
ing for it; you will end life by clinging 
to it. And all the way, every moment, be- 
tween the beginning and the end you will 
be consciously or unconsciously striving for 
life, for more life. This is all true in the 
physical world alone. The same can also 
be truly said of brute animals, the differ- 
ence being that the human, after babyhood, 
reaches a stage of mental and spiritual de- 
velopment which enables him to seek life 
intelligently, having an ever growing un- 
derstanding of it and an appreciation of its 
possibilities. 

It is therefore possible for the Lord Jesus 
to make a statement to you in his Word 
today concerning life in the upper reaches, 
a statement that you can understand, a 
statement which is a star to which you 
can “hitch your wagon.” 

In the tenth verse of our Scripture text 
the Lord Jesus is telling in large part just 
why he did the amazing thing of leaving 
his place in Heaven and coming to this sin- 
cursed earth to die on a cross. He says, 
“T am come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abundantly.” 
By “they” he means you and me. By 
‘life’ he means something better than we 
could ever have had if he had not come. 
We already have physical life, and it is 
very interesting; we have mental under- 
standing which makes life very much more 
interesting and enjoyable. But there is 
something which Jesus adds, and it is the 
greatest of all: it is eternal life of peace 
and joy. That is something beyond our 
comprehension, beyond our imagination; yet 
we are to experience it because of Jesus. 
It is the “more abundant life,” something 
too wonderful to explore all at once, but 
which we can begin tasting right now. It 
will take- eternity to unfold it all to us. 
Which leads me right into the glad fact 
that we do not have to wait for this 
“abundant life,” but can begin enjoying it 
right now. The furniture dealers, the radio 
and motor car dealers are advertising: 
“You do not have to wait to pay for it; 
take it right out and begin to enjoy life 
with it now; pay for it at your conven- 
ience!” Here is an infinitely greater bless- 
ing than any car, furniture, or radio; we 
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can begin with its delights right away and 
we do not have “installments” to harass us, 
because it is already paid for in full. 

It is natural to get a wrong conception 
of life and to seek it in thrills — physical 
thrills and amusement or entertainment — 
something that makes time fly fast. It 
works a little while, but soon palls on a 
fellow. It often leaves him the worse for 
it—in a bad “morning after.” That is 
what our Lord means when he says in this 
same tenth verse, “The thief cometh not, 
but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: 
I am come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abundantly.” 

Satan is the thief; and he tells you that 
what the world offers satisfies. It does not. 
It robs, kills, or destroys; and there is 
many a pitiful wreck along side life’s high- 
way today who was unwise enough to think 
the world could give his heart that satisfac- 
tion which only the Lord Jesus, his Maker 
and Saviour, knows how to give.

‘Say Oriental sheepfold had high walls 
but no door, except the shepherd 
himself. In the morning, when the shep- 
herd went forth with his sheep, he would 
leave the fold in the care of the porter; 
then at night, when he returned, the shep- 
herd would count in each sheep, and if 
any was torn he would keep it to pour oil 
upon the wound. When all the sheep were 
in, the shepherd would then guard at the 
door. This reminds us of the phrase: 
“Over my dead body.” 

Christ said: “I am the door” (John 10: 
9) and also, “No man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me” (John 14:6). Our 
Good Shepherd tells us exactly where he 
is leading his sheep. He tells us that he 
gave his life for his sheep, because he loves 
us as the Father hath loved him. 

Ever since Satan got the ear of Eve, 
many have been following Satan as blindly 
as a girl plays a game of “Follow the 
leader,” yet Satan never tells where he is 
leading, and he never expresses his love 
for you. The only person he loves is. him- 
self.

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A Wild Goose Chase

E PASSED Hancock’s Bridge, in 

South Jersey, the scene of the Han- 
cock Massacre in 1778, and parked our 
car near a railroad cut and walked the 
tracks for a mile or so until we came to 
the beginning of a faint, surveyor’s traif 
at the edge of a peculiarly loathsome swamp. 
We followed that for a mile through mossy 
bogs, tangles of greenbriar, and matted 
thickets until at last we stood beside a 
giant poplar tree. Sixty feet up from the 
ground was a vast nest made of dead sticks, 
and beside it, perched in sullen grandeur, 
a bald eagle. Overhead the eagle’s mate 
flew back and forth, making little com- 
plaining noises like the squeaking of chalk 
on a blackboard, an absurd note for so 
majestic a bird. 

After admiring the nest, one of the 
largest eagle’s nests in New Jersey, we 
made our way back to the car and started 
upon the quest of the day. 

Nearly every winter the lesser snow 
geese come down from the Arctic and may 
be seen along the Atlantic Coast. At in- 
tervals, usually some years apart, the 
greater snow goose comes south and word 
had come to us that such a flock had been 
seen off the coast of New Jersey near 
Fortescue. Accordingly we motored down 
to that little fishing hamlet, almost de- 
serted in the winter, and leaving our car, 
wandered along the beach, from which we 
swept the bay with our field glasses. 

Suddenly the past-president of the Lin- 
nean Society of New York. held up his 
hand. “Hark,” he said, and we listened 
intently. From far out at sea came a half- 
heard sound like the croaking of distant 
frogs. Focusing our glasses at their utmost 
range, we could see-at last, a mile or so 
out, what looked like a faint line of white 
foam with dark patches showing now and 
then. It was the long-sought raft of 
greater snow geese. The white was the 
line of their snowy bodies and the occa- 
sional dark places were made when a 
number of the birds flapped their wings, 
showing the black-tipped primaries. 

It was a great moment for all of us, 
for although we were veteran bird-ob- 
servers, not one of us had ever seen a 
greater snow goose before. 

We at once highly resdlved to charter 
a boat, and, if possible, obtain a closer 
view. After some search we discovered 
Captain Young, a fine old sea-dog with a 
power boat and a stalwart son, and a few 
minutes later we were chugging out to sea. 
A mile from the shore, and we could see 
no trace of the geese. Suddenly a sharp- 
eyed ornithologist gave such a shout as 
Balboa must have delivered from that peak 
in Darien when he first saw the Pacific. 
There, half a mile away, was a raft of 
white birds a quarter of a mile long and 
perhaps fifty feet wide. 

We approached within a hundred yards 
of them, and it was a marvelous sight to 
see that vast flock of snowy geese. They 
were smaller than Canada geese — about 
five inches —and their voices were higher 
and shriller, for they cackled instead of 
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honking. Every few minutes a number 
of them would flap their wings and the 
black tips showed like pools of ink on a 
snow bank. - Their actions on the water, 
as well. as their voices, were suggestive 
of brant. 

Among the tremendous flock, which we 
estimated numbered at least five thousand, 
we distinguished with difficulty some six 
blue geese with dark sides and a white line 
down their backs. 

As we came nearer the birds became more 
and more alarmed. Individuals here and 
there would start up from the water. 
Finally the whole flotk arose. It was like 
a black-and-white snowstorm, and presented 
one of the most beautiful bird pictures 
imaginable. The leaders skimmed the water, 
and each succeeding line flew a little higher 
until all were in flight, none being more 
than. fifty feet above the water. Flying 
away, they wheeled in a great snowy col- 
umn and settled on the water a hundred 
yards or so farther on. 

We finally voyaged back to Fortescue 
and motored homeward, filled with that 
immeasurable content which ornithologists 
feel who have discovered a new bird.

OME of us have heard, perhaps, of 

the young man who was leaving home 
for a time. He smiled, somewhat indul- 
gently, as his mother placed a Bible in his 
hands and urged him to read it regularly 
and follow its teachings.

Mr. Davis also publishes an Annual 
Bible Reading Calendar, giving a list of 
Bible readings for the year, so that one 
may read through the entire Scriptures in 
a year if he so desires. Prices are 25 
cents a dozen, or $1 for 5 dozen. 

The Bible Institute of Los Angeles, 558 
S. Hope Street, Los Angeles, publishes an 
excellent little pamphlet entitled.

“Daily Readings of the Bible,” 
published by Miss E. Konitzky, Reisters- 
town Road, near Kate Avenue, Station E., 
Baltimore, Md., at 10 cents a dozen, have 
also proved helpful to many. 

Why not get as many of your young 
people’s society as possible to follow some 
systematic reading of the Scriptures? 
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But, as the Lord’s words to Joshua in 
our Scripture lesson for this week show, 
the reading of the Word is not enough. 
There must be an observance of the pre- 
cepts and an obedience to the commands 
found therein. The Bible is a lamp unto 
our feet and a light to the path. But un- 
less we walk in the direction it indicates, 
choosing the good way illumined by the 
lamp and shunning the evils revealed by 
its light, it is of no value to us. Toward 
this very end the Lord cautioned Joshua 
to meditate upon the Word. How often 
do you seriousiy take time to think about 
what you have read in God’s Word and 
let it sink into your understanding? 

One help to meditating about God's 
Word is to read sound books and periodi- 
cals that explain and make clear the mean- 
ing of difficult passages. Bible schools 
and Bible classes all over our land are 
contributing to a better understanding of 
God’s. Word. How much of your time are 
you giving to the kind of reading and 
Bible study that will help your meditation?

Still another way in which the Bible 
may help us in our daily life is by our 
use of it in times of temptation and diffi- 
culty. The Word of God is a sword. It 
is the only weapon that has been placed 
in the hands of a Christian against the 
wiles of the Enemy. Do you know it 
well enough to use it when he comes sug- 
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gesting that which is contrary to God’s 
will? Are you able to use the Scriptures 
to show others the way of life? No mat- 
ter how poor a memory we may have, 
God will enable us to use his Word in 
these ways if we will but trust him to help 
us. Our part is to saturate our minds 
with his Word, so that it may find lodg- 
ment and spring up to life eternal, not only 
for ourselves, but for those to whom. he 
would have us speak.

but I never got an answer. His questions 
cannot be answered. 

“During my studies of Bible facts in the 
valleys of the Nile and the Euphrates, I 
had often proved the accord of the Bible 
account with observations with level and 
compass, with observations of the behaviors 
of the rivers, with the ideas of the time, 
and with the modes of expression of the 
time in the spoken language; but I had 
always been up against the dead wall of 
the Higher Critics and their dictum on the 
score of language. But now that the great- 
est Bible scholar has justified the Olid Tes- 
tament just on the score of language, J 
have returned to my old faith in the Word 
of God and literally live in it. 

“Our fathers gave up all belief in the 
infallibility of the Church, but believed in 
the infallibility of the Word of God; and 
in this faith we Protestants went on con- 
quering and to conquer. Modernism now 
wants to take away our belief in the infal- 
libility of the Word of God, and protests 
against our Protestantism, leaving us noth- 
ing to lean on. It is such unprofitable 
business, and I often think to myself that 
if these destructive critics were to obey 
Christ’s command and make a serious at- 
tempt to imitate him in his: great healing 
work, they would, to a man, return to 
their old, healthy faith in the Bible and do 
some really constructive work for their 
Saviour—W. Willcocks, Cairo, December 
9, 1924.” 





With the New Books 


From Chaos to Character. By Leslie 
Ray Marston, Ph.D. (Tower Press, Green- 
ville College, Greenville, Iil., $1.) No text- 
books of our day have been more danger- 
ously poisoned by a “knowledge falsely so 
called” than those on psychology. No 
branch of study has suffered more at the 
hands of the neopagans. -And naturally so, 
for no man is in a position to understand 
man who has not first seen the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God in the face 
of Jesus Christ. 

Dr. Marston’s book is a blending of the 
true science of psychology and the truth as 
it is in Christ Jesus. It has been designed 
as a study book for young people, each 
chapter closing with some fine suggestions 
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for class discussion, but it has also a pow- 
erful message for parents and teachers. It 
has been significantly noted that while one 
may confidently expect that many now in 
middle life may “seek again the lost pat- 
terns of their early training,” a. host of 
our youth are receiving no such training 
and will be in the tragic situation of hav- 
ing no standards to which to return. 

The chapter on “Living for Thrills” is 
most timely. The book is not designed as 
a textbook on the Victorious Life, yet no 
better exposition of the subject could be 
offered than the closing chapter on “The 
Stature of Christ.” : Its standard is set 
over against the all-too-prevalent concep- 
tion of the Christian life as “feebly main- 
taining a slipping toe-hold until our release 
by death or the return of the Lord.” The 
book is delightfully readable, rich in quot- 
able passages. One who has studied them 
can scarcely forget the three graphs which 
so aptly illustrate the line from Wesley’s 
hymn, “Take away our bent to sin- 
ning.” 


He Knoweth Not How. By Park H. An- 
derson, D.D. (Broadman Press, Nashville, 
Tenn., 75 cents.) “There is vastly more 
to foreign missions than the missionaries.” 
Fortunately, Otherwise missions would be 
a hopeless venture. First, there is the 
Word, the seed; then the life-giving power 
of the Spirit; finally there is the fertile 
soil in which through the working of that 
miraculous, germinating power the seed 
springs to life and grows, one knows not 
how. Obviously the native Christians must 
learn to be leaders in the missionary enter- 
prise before it can have even a reasonable 
hope of wide accomplishment. 

It has often been remarked that the 
Chinese are slow in developing initiative. 
This little book is a most heartening rec- 
ord of marvelous things which have come 
to pass in South China among the nativé 
Christians, not under the guidance of the 
missionaries, but under the impulse and 
direct leading of the Holy Spirit. It was 
evidently designed as a study book for 
Southern Baptists, but it tells a stirring 
tale which deserves a wide circulation and 
will surely delight and encourage any true 
lover of the cause of missions. The em- 
phasis in all the work described has been 
primarily upon evangelism, not, however, 
ignoring the need for educational and medi- 
cal work. Here is a story calculated to 
make one thank God and take courage. 


Twelve Marvellous Men. By E. E. 
Enock. (Pickering and Inglis, 229 Both- 
well St., Glasgow, Scotland, 1 shilling.) 
Untold blessing came to the world through 
these men of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries. The names of most of them, all 
Britishers, are well known to the Chris- 
tian world, and their good works were seen 
of all men. Here are brief, clear sketches 
of the lives of George Whitefield, the great 
preacher; Lord Shaftesbury, Dr. Barnardo, 
and William Quarrier, friends of oppressed 
and homeless children; William Wilber- 
force, champion of the abolition of the slave 
trade; Sir George Williams, founder of 
the Y. M. C. A.; Dr. Baedeker and John 
Howard, brave travelers and friends of 
prisoners; and other benefactors of- suf- 
fering humanity. One and all believed and 
preached the only true Gospel of salvation 
through the blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
This volume is well suited for the busy 
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days in which we live, for it contains only 
ninety-four pages, and each sketch may be 
read in ten minutes or less. Beside the 
main facts of each life story, the author 
gives many incidents that are full of human 
life interest. Here is an inspiring gift 
book for young people; a handy traveling 
companion, providing really good reading 
in spare moments; and a valuable refer- 
ence book for any library. 


What Happened to Peter. By Grace 
Pettman. (Pickering and Inglis, Glasgow, 
Scotland, 1 shilling sixpence.) Here is 
a modern story of how Andrew led Peter 
to Christ. It is full of plenty of adventure 
in the lives of Peter and Andrew, sons of 
Major Merrion, British Commissioner in 
Kenya Colony, Africa. Andrew had al- 
ready found Christ as his Saviour, but he 
has many thrilling experiences before he 
leads his older brother to the same faith. 
The story of Peter’s escape from a lion is 
hair-raising, but his adventure with a band 
of counterfeiters in old Norfolkshire, Eng- 
land, where the boys had been sent. to 
school, is just as thrilling. Peter’s gift of 


ventriloquism often got him into trouble, . 


but stood him in good stead in the last 
adventure. There is enough of the Gospel 
woven into the story to lead the boy or 
girl reader to. the foot of the cross. 


The Mulberry Trees, or When Revival 
Comes. By Herbert Lockyer, D.D. (Wm. 
B. Eerdmans Publishing Co., Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., 50 cents.) D. M. Panton says 
that “revival has always been the fresh 
inrush of divine life into a body threatening 
to become a corpse. . .. It is God by a 
mighty uprush saving the world from its 
downgrade to hell.” It is to explain this 
dual aspect of revival, the “inrush” and the 
“uprush” that Dr. Lockyer has written 
these twelve chapters out of his own heart- 
and-life experience. Beginning with the 
challenge of revival, the author enumer- 
ates the seven steps leading to it, the hin- 
drances and perils incident to its experi- 
ence, and the great need for intercess@fs. 
The Church is told that she may have in- 
tellectual, social, financial, and moral power 
and still be utterly destitute of the dynamic 
of Pentecost. But she is shown too how 
to break up her fallow ground and to pre- 
pare her heart to receive this blessing. 
There is no monotony of print nor of any- 
thing else in Dr. Lockyer’s pages, and 
every child of God will welcome this call 
to wait in continued prayer for a new and 
gracious outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 


Thirsting For God. By Eva Stuart Watt. 
(Marshall, Morgan and Scott, Ltd., Lon- 
don; Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich,, 40 cents.) Some mission- 
aries have the gift of stirring up the Lord’s 
people until they burn in their very depths 
to make known that Name “which will 
set the world on fire!” Those who love 
such stirring will welcome eagerly Miss 
Stuart Watt’s latest portrayal of the acts 
of the Holy Spirit in Nigeria. 

In her company the reader visits one 
mission station after another,— seeing a 
blind lad holding up a Bible picture while 
a woman with useless hands does the 
preaching; hearing a black cook pray, “O 
God, you always have your hand held to 
your eyes, scanning the horizon for the 
return of the prodigal son!”; witnessing 
a murderous old chief being changed in- 
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stantly into a born-again child of God; and 
having part in scores of services which 
demonstrate anew that Gospel of Christ 
which is power—power unto salvation. 
The spirit of sacrifice and of intercessory 
prayer breathes through these pages, and 
Christians, young and old, will be fired 
by their arresting appeal to a new passion 
for the greatest Cause in the world,
